TB Testing 
Is Arranged 


A tuberculin testing program 
will be conducted for Andover 
Public School students in grades 
1 and 11 the week of Feb. 6. 

Because the consent of parents 
is necessary for a pupil to par- 
ticipate in the program, consent 
slips will be distributed Thursday 
and Friday, Jan, 12 and 13, They 
must be returned to school by 
Friday, Jan. 27. 

The Tine test will be used inthe 
program and makes use of a plastic 
handle attached to a small metal 
disc on which are 4 small points 
or tines, The tines are coated with 
tuberculin protein testing 
material, The disc is applied to 
the forearm with a slight pressure 
and is held in place for a second 
or two, 

Forty-eight to 72 hours later 
the test will be read. There may 
be a slight reaction insome cases, 
If the test is positive it does not 
mean that the student has active 
disease. However, a more sen- 
sitive test must then be given, If 
this is also positive, it indicates 
that at some time, the student has 
been exposed to active TB and 
enough tuberculosis germs have

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It is depressing to face 1967 with the knowledge that 
Andover must continue to debate many of the same issues 
that it was determined to resolve in 1966. 

Dwelling on this thought tends to obscure the real 
progress that was made in the year just ended. And there 
was some. 

Facing into a real and growing emergency, Andover 
built a dam across Fish Brook to add a potential 100 
million gallons of water to the municipal system daily and 
postpone the day when this fast growing community must 
resort to pumping and purifying river water in order to meet 
the demands of the population. It is unfortunate that this 
project was not sold to the town years ago, when it first 
became clear that Andover’s water needs would eventually 
outstrip the supply. It is unfortunate that it took a drought 
to dramatize the situation and create PUBLIC demand for 
official action. But nevertheless, the dam is built and can 
be regarded as an accomplishment for 1966. 

Within the same span of time the town completed a 
$340,000 expansion of its library facilities, along with 
construction of a much needed Town Garage and a fire 
station to serve the sprawling West end community. 

And, in spite of some backing and filling, the town 
finally authorized purchase of sites for elementary schools 
in both Southeast and West Andover. 

It swallowed the bitter news that it must pay an addi- 
tional $700,000 for the privilege of delaying and re- 
designing a senior high school project that was initiated 
in 1964. It made the decision to proceed, and ground was 
broken — an achievement for 1966. 

The town government successfully managed a number of 
lesser municipal decisions on its own in the year ended, 
and there have been administrative and operational ad- 
vances that rank as credits for ’66. But public decisions 


about capital expenditures dominate any recounting of the 
year’s history. 

There will be little change in the complexion of the 
news for 1967. Andover will become increasingly com- 
puterized this year as it works to adapt its functions to 
the needs of an ever more demanding populus; it will 


swing into the complexities that are certain to accompany 
the introduction of collective bargaining into the municipal 


operation; and it will be perpetually confronted with the 
need to take measure of Andover’s problems in terms of 
their relationship to those of neighboring communities and 
those of the Commonwealth. 

Much of what occupies the public scene this year will 
continue, however, to relate to matters involving capital

expenditures. This is inevitable in a community that re- 
fused for so long to accept the reality of changing times. 

The town is still without solid plans for two long over- 
due public safety facilities — a central fire station and a 
police department headquarters. It is still without a site 
and plans for a new municipal office building. It is still 
bumbling along without having adopted any comprehensive 
plan for downtown development. And it is still engaged in 
a controversy with Lawrence, North Andover and Methuen 
over what approach should be taken to eliminating pollu- 
tion of the major waterway that must ultimately serve as a 
life line for the many communities clustered along the 
Merrimack. 

These are not new problems. Boards have come and 
gone, and they remain. Why? Because they are politically 
controversial. Because they involve questions about which 
a great many people are sensitive, and because elected 
officials sway with sentiment and react to pressure. 

Take a look at the problems that were solved in 1966, 
None was of major political concern. There was no pro- 
longed debate over the precise positioning and design of 
either the West Andover fire station or the Town Garage, 
though there was initial behind the scenes disagreement 
over the site for the sub-station. The library trustees and 
the manager proceeded with the construction of the addi- 
tion to Memorial Hall unobtrusively and without political 
involvement. And though there were political currents 
beneath the surface of the debate over the Bancroft school 
site, the overpowering necessity for a decision forced 
the issue. 

But when you start talking about a town hall, downtown 
renewal and development, regional solutions to mass 
problems and the like, the ground rules change. The public 
debate is never fully revealing. 

Andover must solve its old problems, if it is to keep 
abreast of the current ones and prepare for those yet to 
come. It must achieve some measure of political maturity. 
The events of 1966 dramatize this fact at a time when 
responsible citizens should be out beating the bushes for 
stalwart candidates to compete for key policy making jobs 
in the election this spring. 

Strong board leadership is the answer for a town that 
is weary of beginning each new year with a burdensome 
backlog of unresolved problems. 


Let’s find the right people. Courageous officials who 
will see that Andover goes ahead year by year instead of 
delaying and delaying important decisions.

Legalities Stymie 
Land Negotiations 


The Selectmen met Wednesday, 
after TOWNSMAN Presstime, to 
work out a solution to one of two 
problems which developed last 
week to delay purchase of the old 
Tyer Rubber warehouse site as a 
location for a new central police 
and fire station, 

Members talked Monday of sug- 
gesting that Blake Bros, Co., the 
realty firm that holds the Friendly 
Ice Cream properties, trade a 20 
foot easement on the remaining 
Tyer land for additional parking 
area at the rear oftheir restaurant 
lot, If Friendly will work out such 
a trade with Contractor C, Lincoln 
Giles, or agree to drop the ease- 
ment, the town can proceed with 
plans to acquire the some two 
acres of land in the parcel. 

The board learned last week, 
however, of a further complication, 
Bond counselors Storey, Thorn- 
dike, Palmer & Dodge of Boston 
have told Boston’s New England 
Merchants National Bank that it 
cannot handle bonds for the pur- 
chase, 

The bondsmen have questioned 
the legality of a special Town 
Meeting vote which last October 
authorized purchase of the Tyer 
property from Giles, The firm 
says, in effect, that the floor 
amendment to the Warrant article 
calling for the Tyer acquisition 
so differed from the advertised 
Warrant that it does not feel voters 
were adequately forewarned, In 
other words, some voters may have 
stayed away who would have 
attended the special session had 
they realized precisely what would 
be voted, 

The article in the Selectmen’s 
Warrant called for transfer of 
$500,000 already appropriated for 
construction of a fire station on 
Stevens Street to permit construc= 
tion of the station on the former 
Tyer property instead, and it 
further asked authorization to ac= 
quire Giles’ land instead of the 
Stevens Street site, 

The article was rewritten onthe 
floor of Town Meeting, however, 
and amended to call for appropria- 
tion of $250,000 for acquisition of 
the Main Street property for 


municipal use, It did not speci- 
fically mention a fire station and 
by rescinding the vote on the 
earlier Stevens Street article, it 
eliminated the funds available for 
construction of the planned fire 
station, Town Meeting must be 
reapproached for such an appro- 
priation, 

Following word of bond counsel’s 
opinion, the Selectmen announced 
last week that the matter of the 
Tyer purchase will also have tobe 
reconsidered by voters. 

Contractor Giles met with the 
board Monday and pointed out that 
his reciprocal agreement with 
Friendly would permit the town to
